which are of the greateſt Importance ;-whereof I de- 
fy the moſt learned Man in Europe, to produce me an 
Example .from any other Kingdom in the World : 
For; we are denied the Benefits which God and Na- 
ture intended to us; as manifeſtly appears by our Bap- 
jy Situation for Commerce, and the great Number of 
wr excellent Ports. So that, I think, little is left us, 
beſide the cultivating our own Soil, encouraging Agri- 
culture, and making great Plantations of Trees, that we 
might not be under the Neceſſity of ſending for Corz 
and.

Bur my Intention is very far from being confined 


to provide only for the Children of profeed Beggars: 


It is of a much greater Extent, and ſhall rake in the 
whole Number of Infants at a certain Age, who are 


born of Parents, in effect as little able toſupport them, 


2s thoſe who demand our Charity in the Streets. 


As to my own Part, having turned my Thoughts for 


many Years, upon this important Subject; and ma- 
turely weighed the ſeveral Schemes of other Projeftors, 


I have always found them grofly miſtaken in their Com- 


putation. It is true, a Child / dropt from its Dam, 
may be ſupported by her Milk, for a Solar Year with 
little other Nouriſhment ; at moſt not above the Value 
of two Shilllngs ; which the Mother may certainly 
get, or the Value in Scraps, by her lawful Occupation 


of Begging: And it is exactly at one Year old, that 1 


propoſe to provide for them in ſuch a manner, as, in- 
ſtead of being a Charge upon their Parznts, or the Pa- 
riſþ, or wanting Ford and Rayment for the reſt of their 
Lives; they ſhall, on the Contrary, contribute to the 
Feeding, and partly to the Cloathing, of many Thou- 
Tank is likewiſe another great Advantage in my 
beheme, that it will prevent thoſe poluntary Adortions, 
and that horrid Practice of Women "murdering their 
Baftard Children; alas ! too frequent among us; facri- 
fieing the paor innocent young Babes, I doubt, more to 
avoid the Expence than the Shame; which would 
ge Tears and Pity in the moſt Savage and inhuman 
eat. ;

can, however, be properly looked upon. only. as Prola- 
Fioners ; as I have been informed by a principal Gen- 
tleman in the County of Cavan, who proteſted to me, 
that he never knew above one or two Inſtances under 
the Age of fix, even in a Part of the Kingdom ſ% re. 
nowned for the quickeſt Proficiency in that Art 
F am aſſured by our Merchants, that a. Boy or a 
Girl before twelve Years old, is no ſaleable Com modi- 
ty ; andeven when they come to this Age, they wil 
not yield above three Pounds, or three Pounds and half 
a Crown at moſt, on the Exchange; which cannot 
turn to Account either to the Parents or Kingdom;

And, 
I remember too well, that in the wicked Miniſtry of the 
Earl of Oxford; a large Maſtiff of our Party being un- 
mercifully coed ; ran, without Thinking, between my 
Legs, as I was coming up Fiſbamb/e-/treet ; and, as Iam 
of low Stature, with very ſhort Legs, bore me riding 
backwards down the Hill, for above Two Hundred 
Yards: And, although I made uſe of his Tail for a 
Bridle, holding it faſt with both my Hands, and clung 
my Legs as cloſe to his Sides as I could; yet we both 
came down together into the Middle of the Kennel; 
where after rowling three or four Times over each o- 
ther, I got up with much ado, amidſt the Shouts and 
Huzza's of a Thouſand malicious Facobites : I cannot 
indeed, but gratefully acknowledge, that for this and 
many other Services and Sufferings, I have been ſince 
more than over paid. n 
Tuis Adventure may, perhaps, have put me out 
of Love with the Diverſion of Cy/ing; which J con- 
feſs my ſelf an Enemy to; unleſs we could always be 
ſure of diſtinguiſhing Tory Dogs; whereof great Num- 
bers have fince'been ſo prudent, as entirely to change 
their Principles; and are now juſlly eſteemed the beſt 
 Warriers of their former Friendses. 
lam aſſured, and partly know, that all the Chimney- 
Sweepers, Boys, where Members of P— t chiefly 
lodge, are hired by our Enemies to ſculk in the Tops of 
Chimnies, with their Heads no higher than will juſt 
permit them to look round; and at the uſual Hours 
when Members are going to the Hauſe, if they ſee 2 
Coach ſtand near the Lodging of any loyal Member; 
they call Cogrh, Coach, as loud as they can baw], juſt at 
the Inſtant when the Footman begins to give the 
ſame Call. And this is chiefly done en thoſe Ga,

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When any Pointof Importance is to be debated. This 
Practice may be of very dangerous Conſequence. - For, 
theſe Boys are all hired by Enemies to the Govern- 
ment: And thus, by the Abſence of a few Members 


for a few Minutes, a Queſtion may be carried againſt the 


true Intereſt of the Kingdom; and, very probably 
not without an Eye towards the Pretender. ; 
I rave not obſerved the Wit and Fancy of this 
Town, ſo much employed in any one Article as that 
of contriving Variety of Signs to hang over Houſes, 
where Punch is to be fold. The Bowl is repreſented 
full of Punch; the Ladle ſtands erect in the middle; 
ſupported ſometimes by one, and ſometimes by two A- 
nimals, whoſe Feet reſt upon the Edge of the Bowl. 
Theſe Animals are ſometimes one black Lian, and ſome- 
times a Couple; ſometimes a ſingle Eagle, and ſome- 
times a 2 One; and we often- meet a Crom, a 
Swan, a Bear, or a Cock, in the ſame Poſture. 
Now, Icannot find how any of. thoſe: Animals, ei- 
ther ſeparate, or in Conjunction, are, properly ſpeaking, 
fit Emblems or Embelliſhments, to advance the Sale of 
Punch. Beſides, it is agreed among Naturaliſis, that 
no Brute can endure the Taſte of ſtrong Liquor; ex- 
cept where he hath been uſed to it from his Infancy : 
And . it is againſt all the Rules of Hiero- 
2b, to aſſign thoſe Animals as Patrons, or Protectors 
of Punch. For, in that Caſe, we ought to ſuppoſe that 
9 the Hoſt keeps always ready the real Bird, or Beaſt, 
whereof the Picture Ks over: his, Door, to enteftain 
his Gueſts; which, however, to my Knowledge, as 
not true in Fact: Not one of thoſe. Birds being a pro- 
per Companion for a:Chri/tian, as to aiding and aſſiſt- 
ing in making the Punch. For, as they are drawn up- 
on the Sign, they are much more likely to mute, or 
ſhed their Feathers into the Liquor. Then, as 
to che Bear, he is too terrible, awkward, and ſlovenly a 
Companion to converſe with; neither are any of 
them all Sandy enough to fill Liquor to the Company: 
Ido, therefore, vehemently. ſuſpe&t a Plot intended a- 
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vinſt the Government, by theſe Devices, For, al- 
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though the Spread-Eag/e be the Arms of Germany, 
upon which Account it may poſſibly be a lawful Pro- 
reſtant Sign; yet I, who am very ſuſpicious of fair 
Out-fides, in a Matter which ſo nearly concerns our 
Welfare; cannot but call to Mind, that the Pretey- 
der's Wife is faid to be of German Birth; and that 
many Popiſb Princes, in fo vaſt an Extent of Land, 
are reported to excel both at making and drinking 
Punch. Beſides, it is plain, that the Spread- Eagle ex- 
hibits to us the perfect Figure of a CY % ; which is a 
Badge of Popery. Then, as to the Cork, he is well 
known to repreſent the French Nation, our old and dan- 
gerous Enemy. The Swan, who muſt of Neceſſity 
cover the entire Bow! with his Wings, can be no o- 
ther than the Spaniard, who endeavours to engroſs all 
the Treaſures of the Indies to himſelf. The Lian is 
indeed the common Emblem of Royal Power, as well 
as the Arms of England: But to paint him black, is 
perfect Facebiti/m; and a manifeſt Type of thoſe who 
61acken the Actions of the beſt Princes. It is not ea. 
iy to diſtinguiſh whether that other Fowl painted o- 
yer the Punch-Bozl, be a Crow or Raven P It is true, 
1 they have both been held ominous Birds: But I rather 
1 tanke it to be the ſormer; becauſe it is the Diſpoſition of

Yefter day; It was the Politicks of F acobites to intro» 
duce them gradually.

It was cunningly to ſhew their 
Virulence againſt, his ſacred Majeſty, King William of 
ever glorious and. immortal * But of late (to 
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ſhew how faſt Diſloyalty increaſeth) they came from 
one to two, and then to three Oranges ; nay, at pre- 


ſent we often find Punch made all with Oranges; and 
not one ſingle Lemon. For, the Facobites, before the 


Death of that immortal Prince, had, by a Superſtition,

I REMEMBER, my ſelf, a particular Cryer of Flound- 
ers in London, who arrived at ſo much Fame for the 
Laudneſs of his Voice, as to have the Honour of being 
mentioned upon that Account, in a Comedy. He 
hath diſturbed me many a Morning, before he came 
within Fifty Doors of my Lodging: And although I 
were not, in thoſe Days, ſo fully apprized of the De- 
figns which our common Enemy had then in Agita- 
tion; yet, I know not how, by a ſecret Impulſe, 
young as I was, I could not forbear conceiving a 
ſtrong Diſlike againſt the Fellow; and often faid to 
my ſelf, this Cry ſeems to be 'forged in the Fefuites 
School: Alas, pror England!

Axp the good Wives who come to our Houſes, offer 
us their Pieces of Linen, upon which their whole De- 
pendence lies, for ſo little Profit, that it can neither 


| half pay their Rents, nor half ſupport their Families 


Ir is remarkable, that this Enthuſiaſm ſpread among 


our Northern People, of ſheltering themſelves in the 
Continent of America, hath no other Foundation, than 


their preſent inſupportable Condition at home. I have 
made all poſſible Enquiries, to learn what Encourage- 
ment our People have met with, by any Intelligence 
from thoſe Plantstions, ſufficient. io male them under- 
take ſo tedious and hazardous a Voyage, in all Seaſons 
of the Year; and ſo ill accommodated in their Ships, 
that many of them have died miſerably in their Paſ- 
ſage.z but could never get one fatisfaQtory, Anſwer. 
Some Body, they know not who, had written a Letter 
to his Friend or Couſin from thence; inviting him, by 


all Means, to come over; that it was a fine fruitful 
Country, and to be held for ever at a .Penny an Acre. 


But the Truth of the Fact is this; The Eng/if. elta. 
bliſhed in thoſe Colonies, are in great Want of Men 
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to inhabit that Tract of Ground, which lies between 

them and the tail Indians, who are not reduced un- 
der their Dominion. We read of ſome barbarous Pea: 

ple, whom the Romans placed in their Armies, hel 
other Service than to blunt their Enemies Swords, and 
afterwards to fill up Trenches with their dead Bodies. 
And thus our People; who tranſport themſelves, are 
ſettled in thoſe interjacent Tracts, as a Screen againſt 
the Inſults of the Savages; and may have as much 
Land as they can clear from the Woods at a very rea- 
ſonable Rate, if they can afford to pay about a Hun- 
dred Years Purchaſe, by their Labour. Now, beſides 
the Fox's Reaſons, which incline all thoſe: who have 
already ventured thither, to repreſent every Thing 
in a fair Light, as well for juſtifying their own Con- 
duct, as for getting Companions in their Miſery: The 
governing People in thoſe Plantations,” have alſo wiſely 
provided, that no Letters ſhall be ſuffered to paſs from 
thence hither, without being firſt viewed by the Coun- 
eil; by which, our People here are wholly deceived, 
in the Opinions they have of the happy Condition 
of their Friends gone before them. This was acci- 
dently diſcovered ſome Months ago, by an honeſt 


Man; who having tranſported himſelf and Family | 


thither, and finding all Things directly contrary to 
his Hope, had the Luck to convey a private Note, by 


a faithful Hand, to his Relation here; entreating him 


not to think of a ſuch Voyage, and to diſcourage all his 
Friends-from attempting it. 


Yet this, although it be a Truth well known, hath 


produced very little Effect, which is no Manner of 
Wonder; for as it is natural to a Man ina Fever to 
turn often, although without any Hope of Eaſe; or
